POPE BREAKS A PRECEDENT.

ROME, Dec. 17.—The Pope performed 
this morning the most fatiguing cere- 
mony of consecrating Cardinal de Lai 
as Bishop of the Sabine district, and 
also the Bishop of Cracow. After the 
long function the Pope gave refresh- 
ments to all those present, presiding 
himself at the: breakfast and occupy~- 
ing a table higher than that at which 
the other guests were seated. The sight 
was most interesting, as, according to 
etiquette, the Pope does not partake of 
meals with anybody.

It has taken one year to answer the 
question which was so generally asked 


twelve months aga: What use can the. 


Trustees of Mr. Carnegie’s gift of $10,- 
000,000 for the promotion of international 
peace make of the annual income of 
$500,000? 

On Dec. 14, 1910, Mr. Carnegie assem- 
bled his twenty-eight Trustees in Wash- 
ington and transferred to them. the 
$10,000,000 in first-mortgage bonds of the 
United States Steel Corporation. On De- 
cember 14, 1911, the Trustees assembled 
for their first annual.meeting at Wash- 
ington and dealt with the proposals laid 
before them by their Executive Commit- 
tee and their administrative officers for 
the use of the tacome of the fund. 

A budget was adopted which authorizes 
an expenditure in the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1, 1912, of $487,270. In decid- 
ing. upon these appropriations the Trus- 
tees were compelled both to decline en- 
tirely many proposals and suggestions 
that were made to them and to reduoe 
very largely the amounts asked for in aid 
of many worthy purposes. 

Between Dec. 14, 1910, and March 9, 
1911, the Trustees were engaged in per- 
fecting their organization: A bill to in- 
corporate the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace. is »pending in Con- 
gress, and until decisive action is taken 
in regard to this measure the Trustees are 
carrying forward their work as an unin- 
corporated body. 

On March 8, 1911, a permanent form of 
organization was agreed upon, by-laws 
were adopted, and officers were elected.

Turns Up Unexpectedly at the 
Labor Temple and Gets a 
Rousing Welcome. ° 


LEADERS HE WOULD TRUST

It was just 
such a welcome as the Colonel used to get 
when he was President, and the applause 
was obviously the. genuine article, every- 
body laughing and smiling, as well as 
clapping their welcome. 

The Rev. Charles Stelzle, Superintendent 
of the Temple, had been exptected to talk 
on the McNamara case, and the church 
was packed to the doors with men arid 
women expecting to hear him say what 


he thought. of the Los Angeles. dynamit- 


ers. When Col. Roosevelt put in an ap- 
pearance Mr.. Stelzle postponed his Mc- 
Namara talk until some future Sunday, 
realizing, -he explained, that those pres- 
ent wanted to hear the ex-President. Col, 
Roosevelt said he did not come intending 
to make & speech, but the audience would 
have hone of that. His speech was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause. 

Col. Roosevelt came in with Mr. Stelzle, 
and it was a second before the audience 
woke up’ to the fact that he was among 
them, so unexpected was his appearance.

GOMEZ YIELDS SOME POINTS. 


Veterans’ Strength Enables Them to 
Dictate Government's Policy. 


HAVANA, Dec. 17.—While the move- 
ment of the Revolutionary Veterans for 
the exclusion from public office of all 
men formerly hostile to the cause of 
“free Cuba” has not yet run its course, 
the agitation seems now to present a less 
dangerous aspect, evidently owing to the;

BERLIN, Dec. 17.—The New York 
bankers who loaned $20,000,000 to the 
Prussian Government last Autumn and 
upwards of 000,000 to German 
banks during the Morocco crisis, will 
derive some amusement from an “ of- 
ficial denial ”. just launched.

RUSSIAN SENSITIVENESS. * 

If the St. Petersburg Government ob- 
jects to the blpnt statement of the 
Sulzer resolution that Russia “ has vio- 
lated the treaty” of 1832 by refusing 
to honor passports issued to American 
citizens, her refusal being on account 
of race and religion, it is possible that 
the Senate Foreign Affairs Committee 
may consent to’modify the language of 
the resolution in such wise that need- 
less offense will be avoided. The one 
important object to be attained is the 
abandonment of Russia's . discrimina-) 
tory practices in respect to.our pass- 
9} Porte, and to that end negotiations are 
in progress. The phraseology of the 
résolution an nheing our purpose to 
end the treaty is not vital; it is plainly 
secondary to the chief end sought. We 
have no wish unduly and unnecessarily 
to ruffle the sensibilities of ‘Russia, 
and it would be contrary to the usage 
of diplomacy, in attempting by friendly 
negotiation to adjust an existing dif- 


ference, to insist upon forms of state- 


ment that give offense. 

At the same time we owe it to our 
own dignity and to our own clear con- 
victions of right to make it plain to 
Russia and to-all the world that in our 
opinion the Russian Goyernment hes 
Plated upon the language of the treaty 
a construction we have never accepted 
and cannot permit her,to employ as 
a guide to her action since we believe 
it to be wholly without warrant. Our 
Department of State informed Russia 
in 1895 that her course “ would seem 
to be-plainly a violation” of the 
treaty of 1832. Secretary GRESHAM 
instructed our Minister at St. Peters- 
burg to inform the Russian Govern- 
ment that it could not be expected 
that the United States would “ acqui- 
esce in the assumption of a religious 
inquisitorial function within our own 
borders, by a foreign agency, in a 


“manner. so repugnanf*to the National 


sense’; and President CLEVELAND in 
his annual message of .1895 spoke of 
the practice of the Russian Consuls as 
“an obnoxious invasion of our terri- 
torial jurisdiction.” It will be seen 
that we have used plain language be- 
fore, and more than once. 

Since it is beyond dispute that Rus- 
sia’s construction of the treaty, or rath- 
er her‘assumption of the right. to dis- 
criminate against passports issued to 


Jewish citizens, is repugnant to our 


Constitution, and that therefore if the 
treaty. justifies her assumption it is no 
treaty, but is wholly invalid, being con- | 
trary to our supreme law, it is probable: 
that in that view of the matter a way 
to modify the resolution may be found. 
In place of the statement that Russia 


Mas violated the treaty, to which she is 


understood to have objected, the reso- 
lution might be rewritten to declare 
that discrimination against. American 
citizens on grounds of race or religion 
is- a violation of their constitutional 
rights and that the Constitution for- 
bids Our Government to tolerate or _per- 
mit such discrimination. ‘That is the 
plain fact, and nobedy could take of- 
fense at.a statement to that effect. 

We have more than once said to Rus- 
sia that her compliance with our-re-

modification of her passport practice 
would be a signal proof of that friend- 
“|ship which she professes for us, This 
isa fitting occasion for a renewal of 
that assurance.

stitutions because their depositors 
asked par for their deposits, although 
their consols and other first-class se- 
curities were worth less than had been 
paid for them. In none of thése cases 


worse than depreciation of investments 
including National securities for the 
most part. Our Postal ‘Bank cannot 
fail, of course, since the faith of the 
Government is pledged. ‘The trouble 
is that it is pledged to many more 
than those few who want to sell their 
bonds for more than they are worth. 
The trouble begins wheh the Govern- 
ment sells for a-dollar what is worth 
only 92 cents. When the operation is 
reversed and the dollar is asked back 
for 92 cents’ worth the same dollar is 
not paid back. The dollars of many 
other depositcrs ‘are clipped in favor 
of repaying the depositor who wishes to 
unde his bargain. © 

It would seem that the Government 
ought not:to take a dollar for any- 
thing worth less, and that & man who 
makes such a trade should be required 
to abide by it. It would be. better 
that the currency covered with mold 
which is being brought to the Postal 


Banks should be left where it was than 
that it should shrink in the process of 


investment by several years’ interest, 
or that other trust funds should be 
depleted * to make a bad investment 
good. These points will grow in im- 
Portance as the postal deposits grow 
into the hundreds of millions, as is 
expected, or even into a billion or so. 
The maintenance pf 2 per cents at 
par on such a scale will baffle book- 
keeping. : ,

CASSIDY OF QUEENS. 

“From the East River to the sand- 
washed shores of the Rockaways,”” to 
quote Cassipy’s eloquent follower, Car- 
WREY, there has long been a desire 
among honest citizens for the dethrone- 
ment of “ The King of Queens.” A com- 
prehensive report of the preparations 
on foot to supplant JOsEPH CASSIDY 
as County Chairman appeared in THE 
SunDaY Times. Thirty of the forty- 
five members of the Queens County 
Democtatic Committee are pledged to 
‘“turn down” the Boss. Th@ Demo- 
crats of Queens have endured the rule 
of Cassipy too long. They have been 
shortsighted and complacent. -.Cas- 
sIDy’s rule has been al) for Cassipy. 
With the advent of a new Borough 
President who administers the affairs 
of his office in a businesslike way, how- 
ever, Queens has had an awakening. 
Cassipy is an apt, ingenious, and 
courageous political manager. He still 
controls*the votes of fwelve or fifteen 
members of the committee. If his op- 
ponents are not equally couragedu 
and adroit as well, he may be able to 
pack to-morrow night's Meeting or 
break it up with a pre-arranged row. 
The loss of the County Chairmanship 
means to Cassipy the loss of all. If 
he is deposed to-morrow he will pass 
into history. 

Therefore the opponents of CassIpy 
need to have their wits about them, to 
be prepared to meet and overcome trick- 
ery, and to see to it that the result of 
the meeting they should control is not 
transformed into an apparent vindica- 
tion of the Boss. For a quarter of a 
century or more Cassipy has success- 
}fully played the game of politics in 
Queens. Honest men have fought him 
bravely enough, but to no avail. 

The prospect is bright now for the 
overturn of CAssipy’s rule. If the men 
who have pledged themselves to vote 
him down stand together and refuse 
to be outwitted, the County and Bor- 
ough will be rid of Cassipy for all time, 
and with’Casstpy the Cassidy kind of 
politics should disappear, too.

torate had not declared that there was 
a taint of treason in profits made by 
trading across the border, For the fis- 
cal year the, returns from Ottawa 
show an increase in the total British 
trade of $2,287,928, dbout the same as 
the increase with Germany, and rather 
more than the increase with France. 
Of a total increase with the world of 
$76,282,684 the increase with the 
United States supplied no less than 
$61,500,576. Trade with the United 
States increased twenty-five times 
faster than with the motherland, and 
despite a preference in favor of loyal 
trade and a tariff all teo high against 
American trade. 

This state of facts ts too familiar to 
be news, except in details and for its 
bearing upon .the ostensible reason 
for the defeat of reciprocity. It would 
seem that the loyalists are called upon 
to do something to the traitors who 
seek their honest profits in trade with 


us.. An increase of trade at a twerty- 
five-fold rate is surely an alarming 
leap toward annexation, if the annexa- 
tion argument against reciprocity had 
any meaning or validity. When the 


argument was new wé said that its 
effect was just the contrary of what 
was intended. That is to say, if the 
tendency to trade advantageously is 
proof of disloyalty, then impediment to 


trade is even worse. There was hit- 
torical. basis for this position, since 
a decided Canadian sentiment for an- 
nexation was caused by the annulment 


of the former reciprocity treaty, There 


was no thought of annexation in the 
recent reciprocity proposals, but any 
impediment in the natural increase of 
trade’ above noted would have one of 


two results. Hither the impediment 
would be ‘removed or there would be 
born a Canadian sentiment which the 
opponents of reciprocity would regret. 


THE PEOPLE’S. UNIVERSITY. 

The ennobling Influence of our great 
schoolhouses is ‘felt in this city more 
truly than the boasted influence of 
the “little red ‘schoolhouse” in the 
rural districts of a generation ago. It 
is not: alone because a staff of 716 
lecturers spoke on 1,827 different top- 
ies before 5,411 audienées during the 
year 1910-1911, with a total atten- 
dance little short of a million at these 
lectures: Thig city is able to obtain 
the services as lecturers, frequently 
without cost or fee, of Presidents and 
Deans of colleges and their professors, 
and of the chief men in’ the National, 
State, and City Governments. A cur- 
sory examination of the last annual 
report of public lectures, made by the 
city’s Department of Education, shows 
that this system is, indeed, “a Uni- 
versity for the Péople.”. — 

Adults, chiefly, the.parents of fam- 
ilies in the neighborhood about each 
lécture ‘centre, mmaké “It thé neighbor« 
hood meeting ground, It is a relief in 
the humdrum life of the masses that 
they can go. to such places and listen 
to leaders and teachers of society. The 
complaints’ about shut doors after the 
lectures begin. are unwarranted, as 
this rule is, in the interest of the ma- 
jority who wish to hear the lectures un- 
disturbed. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Civic celebrations have 
often been held for

New Glory. inspired the inhabitants 
of New Haven; one evening last week, 
not a few of them to march in hilarious’ 
procession about the streets; and most of 
the remainder to watch them with equally 
hilarious approval.

are more apt than others to be clean, and 
the evident .appreciation’ of ‘these and 
other advantages that go with good lights 
which is shown by the citizens who pay 
for them tells a good many things * 
those citizens. 

There are people, of course, and not all 
of them criminals, by any means, who, 
because of the unquestionable truth that 
it is of the nature of nights to be dark, 
say that riature should not in this respect 
be too much interfered with. These, how- 
ever, are chiefly people of the sort who 
regard “nature’’ with a wholly unde- 
served respect and are fond of denying 
the possibility of improving on her.

WORKING GIRLS’ LOT. 


Harder Than That of Their Grand- 
mothers; It Might Be Ameliorated. 


To thé,Editor of The New York Times: 

In an article written for McClure’s 
Magazine, Miss Jane Addams makes a 
statement that attracts more than ordi- 
nary ‘attention. It is that in Chicago. 69 
per cent. of girls between the ages of 16 
and 20°are engaged in gainful. occupa- 
tions, whose duration averages six and 
one-half years, and of the number 16 per 
cent. are without home ties, their earn- 
ings in the department stores averaging 
$7 a week. Miss Addams’s. opportuni- 
ties for the collection of such figures ‘are 
of the best, and it is to be assumed that 
this city would present approximately the 
same deplorable results. 

As many of these occupations are irk- 
some, unsanitary, and dépressing in 
tasks and environment to those during 
the chrysalis period, the mental and phy- 
sical future as well as poasible offspring 
afe not promising of a devélopment into 
wuseful careers, for which humanity seems 
designed. The observation of facial ex- 
pressions, and the narratives and expéri- 
ences overheard from their lips in streets 
and cars; indicate clearly that their ser- 
vice is rendered on distasteful durance 
from which there seems to be no escape} 
except in marriage or something worse. 

In the higher grad®s of employment 
there also prevails a greater expression 
of discontent than uttered by males, who 
from a stronger will power ahd ambition 
become more reconciled to unpleasant 
conditions, which some strive to. improve, 
A sex with less continuity and interest in 
its applications: and ‘ever watching _ for 
the ‘“‘prince’’ to relieve it of the exac- 
tions of present spheres has little stimu- 
lus for more than absolutely necessary 


exertion. Perhaps, too, its members are 
resentful in the knowledge that their

ter than to accept, even in advance of 
the possible embodiment in law of the 
recommendations which the Securities 
Commission has made, The effective- 
ness of publicity as a medium for the 
accomplishment of much desirable re- 
form in the issuance of railroad se- 
curities is the keynote of the commis- 
sion’s recommendations, .The commis- 
sion would have such publicity en- 
forced as would make perfectly clear 
all the facts surrounding the issuance 
of railroad securities and the purpose 
to which the proceeds of these are put. 
Even the fullest of railroad reports, 
practically without éxception, fail to 
give to their stockholders as full in- 
formation as they are entitled to in re- 
spect to the sale of securities. This is 
particularly true in respect to the un- 
derwriting and-other similar arrange- 
ments frequently entered into in con- 
nection with new capital issues. It is 
only casual and incomplete information 
which usually reaches railroad stock- 
holders and the public at large regard- 
ing the exact terms of sales of securi- 
ties by the railroads when these in- 
volve other than direct subscription. by 
sharehélders without underwriting: 
There still persists a disposition to 
look upon. such information as would 
supply the facts regarding compensa- 
tion to underwriters and to those 
through whom security issues are 
otherwise placed as private informa- 
tion, to which neither the stockholders 
of railroads nor the public at large are 
entitled. This position might be main- 
tained were it not for the public nature 
of the services performed and of the 
privileges enjoyed by the railroads. 
Such matters have, however, direct 
bearing on the finances of the fail- 
ways, and through their finances upon 
their service to the public, and it 
would seem that what the railroads 
may well be required by later legisla- 
tion to do in this particular matter 
they might well undertake voluntarily, 
even before it is required of them.
